Of theſe ſeuerall pointes, by the moſt gracious and 
helpefull aſsiſtance ofGods holy ſpirit, and by your Ho- 
nourable and wonted patience and attention, wee are at 
thistime (God willing) to intreat. 

Thefirſt point,concernes the admirable, & (indeed )in- 
explicable wiſedome of King Salomon, whereof God him- 
ſelfeis a moſt ſufficient witneſſe, Wiſedome and knowledge 
i granted wnto thee, ſo that there hath not binthe like among the 
Kings which were before thee, neither after thee ſhall thire bee the 
l;ke.2, Chron, 1,12. Andagaine, God gaue Salomon wiſec- 
dome and underitanding exceeding much, He was wiſer then any 
man, and 3 he excelled all the Kinges of the earth in wiſcdome, 1. 
Kings, 4. verſe29, 31. Togoeno further then my Text, 
So famous was he for wiſedime among all Nations, that there b 
came of all people unto him, and all < Kinges of the carth ſought to 
heare the wiſcdame of Salomon, wh:ch God had put into bis hayt. 
And though Fame dee not onely a ſwift meſſenger, but 
viually an amplifier &multiplier of that which it doth re- 
port, as Saint Fiero faith, 4 gdems authores,e7 exaggeratores, 
yet in this it was quite contrary. The report ofthis wilſe- 
dome was ſuch, that it ſeemed incredible; and therefore 
this Queene confeſſeth ſhe belicued it not : but when ſhe 
had hcard it her ſelfe, and bin an eye and care-witnefle of 
all, as one amazed and aſtoniſhed thercat, ſhe breakes in- 
tothis admiration thereof, ſet downe in my Text. Behold, 
the one halfe of thy great wiſedome was nat told mce, thou excce- 
aeit the Fame that I heard. 

Hauing ſpoken this of the wiſedome of King Salomon, 
may I now preſume to ſpeake a word or two of the ſacred 
Maieſty ofmy dread Soueraigne ?

Awile 
man (much-more a wiſe King) is as afortrefle and ftrong 
piller, to ſupport euen an whole Realme : And better is 
wiſedome, then weapons of warre, Eccles. 9, 28. Nay, awiſc 
King, is not onely a ſafety, but euen an happineſſe(as the 
Queene heere ſaith) to a kingdom, for ſo God himſelfe 
doth witnefſe, Fccl. 10, 17. Bleſſed art thor, 0 Land, when thy

toa kingdome, (like ( on$antine o-the great) made it his 
firſt care, by his mott Religious Edicts and Lawes, to 
eſtabliſh Gods truth, and true worſhip in theland, Aſſu- 
ring further, & proteſting his ardent zeale for euer to vp= 
hold and maintain the ſame : and that ſo often,in ſo many 
Honourable and publicke Aflemblies, with ſach vehe- 


tings, publiſhed to the view of the world, with ſo Religi- 
ous and royall promiſes, nor this onely for himſelfe , but 


moſt happy Vine: thatnow, Bleſſed bee God, that cur- 
{ing Bataem, andhis curſed Prieſts of Baal, whichere this, 
hoped, and vaunted intheir hopes, to haue ſeene Baa,or 
Molech, or the Queene of heauen, and the whole hoalt 


thereof; 
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thereof; Nay, the very abhomination of deſolation ſet vp 
in our Temples, do now gnaſh their tcethat this our fe- 
licity, and their hearts doe euen languith, and faint, and 
pine away,to ſee the truth of God ſo {incercly profeſſed, 
ſo conſtantly maintained, both by King and people, ſo 
aſſuredly ſetled, and as we may iultly hope, and do harti- 
ly pray, euen for ever eſtabliſhed in this Land. 

The greatneſle and indeed the happinefle of this bleſ- 
ſing, my tongue cannot poſliblie expreſle vnto you, nor 
can ourſhallow hearts ſufficiently conceiue thereof, We 
neuer ſaw thoſe Marian, and bloudy dayes, wherein for 
the people of God to haue beene acquainted with the q 
Goſpelland word of God, was Hzreſie,not to haue falne 
down before the Calfe, and adored the Beaft, was no leſle 
then fire and Faggot, and whatelſe the rage and furie of 
that beaſt could adde vnto ir, 

We neuerfelt nor knew thoſe Antechriſtian, and more 
then barbarous Inquiſitions, * to the tyranny and ynex- 
preſſable torments whereof, the Bull of Phalar,s, the Al- 
ter of Buſiris , and thoſe primitiue perſecutions vnder 
Heathen Tyrants,were almoſt but Ldzs (& iocus; Death 
it ſelfe, euen a pleaſure to the rage of that beaſt, which 
ncedsnort learne of Caligula, \/ta feri wt ſentiat ſe mori, tor- 
ment them ſo, that they may ſenſibly teele death, and yer 
not die, 

Andyetall this is as nothing to their ſpirituall bon- 
dage. They may not buy, * nor {ell, nor liue, nor breath, 
vnlcfſe they receive the marke of the beaſt. They may 
not teach u ought, they may not belceue * ought, no not 
fo much as the Scriptures y to beethe word of God : no, 
not that there is a God, vnleſle the Bealt ſay ſo, and what 
ſocuer the Beaſt ſaith, that without all ſcruple mult be re- 
ceiued ag an Oracle * of God, and an yndoubred Article 
of their Faith,

Who 
being wiſe as the Angell of the Lorde, according to the 
aboundance of that admirable and Divine wiſedome, 
wherewith God hath extraordinarily filled his Royall 
heart, hath firmely ſetled and eſtabliſhed the Arke cfthe 
Lord vpon thoſe holy Mountaines of Sion,on which,cuen 
from the molt pure and primitive dayes of the Caurch, 
and from the Apoſtles themſclues it had euer reſted. 
Which if their fancy might haue preuailed, had long ſince 
not onely beene remooued from Sion, but placed alſoas 
did the Philrftims place it.

The former was, from whom King Sb 
mon had and held his kingdome, Of which it is heere ſhe- 
wed, that he had itneither fromthe Prieſt, nor from the 
people, but immediately from God ; and therefore, itis 
expreflely heere ſaid, [God made thee King over 1ſracl and Ht 
ſet thee on the Throne] nortthe Prieſt, nor the people, but 
God made him King, aud God ſet him on the Throne, 
For further euidence whereol, it is heere added that al 
mon was ſet in the Throne, neither of the Pricſt, nor ofthe 
people, but he was ſetin Gods owne Throne, as King, & 
letthere in Gods feed, as orice immediately repreſenting 
Gods owne perſon among them, and becing his immedi 
ate Vice-gerent, or Lieutenant oucr all ſ;acl.

ceiue borch by Car {nal Hoſts, s and by Gretzer, i theiate 

defender of Bdllarmine, the molt ſcurrile Writer that this

In Hieron.Batbws, one of their owne Popiſh Biſhops, in his 
Booke Ds Corenatione, dedicated. ynto Charles the fift, the 
Emperor. Pag. 39, and 40, of that Booke, 

The other Teſtimony is an Authenticall record alſo of 
no lefle moment, and ſomewhar of a later time . A:ſtatute 
made inthe 16.yeare of King Ruhard 2, Cop, 5. of purpoſe 
to keepe ſacredand inuiolable the Soucraignety and Re- 
eality of this Kingdome, It was therein declared,that the 
Crowne of England hath. beene fo free at all times (nor 
then onely, but which is ſpecially to bee rememberedat 
all times) that ithath beene in ſubieRion to no Realme, 
but [awmediately ſubiet to G O D, and tonone other, in all 
thinges touching the Regalty of the ſame, Thele are the 
wordsin that (tatute, beſ1des diuers other tending hereun- 
to, In defence of which ſtatute they in the Parliament then 
afſembled, promiſed toiiue and die, as it1stherÞ noted, 

By al-whiclvit is cuident,that this-dodtrinewhica now at 
Rome is counted moſt ridiculous, is in it ſelf moſt ſacred,as 
being grounded on the ſcriptures of God; andas molt ſa- 
cred hath bin embraced by all the Chriſtians in the primi- 
tive Church; raught and maintained with a. generall con- 
ſent by the ancient and godly fathers in their ſeuerall ages 
and ſucceMons : conſtantly defended by whole kingdoms 
and Empires, and that vnder paine of high Treaſon to the 
gaincſayers thereof, even in thoſe later timesallo, when | 
tuperflition had dimd,1 c6fefic, butnot quite extinguiſhed 
and put out thetruth, and (which is far worſe) the loue of 
the truth, as it may iu{Hly be feared,it hath done at this day 
in Re,and intiioſe of their ſet, whoto error and.herefie 
haue added not onely obRtinacy, bur blaſphemy, like new 
| Luciansſcoffing the ſacred truth of God, accouming it a 
molt a ridiculous matter.

A truth ſo cleare, that Claudins Efpenſerns, * one of their 
owne and a learned Biſhoppe, not onely confeſſeththus 
much, but confirmes it further out of Theoaoret , Theophi- 
laf?, Oecumenivs, and others ; ſpecially out of Saint Chyj- 
fome, who expreſlys mentions the Apoſtles tnemſclues,to

(ftirred vp ſtrite and hatred againſt mankind : and withall fenthis 
confeſſor to the Church & to the Emperor,vt optaret e: judulgemii 
toaske forgiueneſle in his behalfe. This was the end of thePope
